But a point we made a year 
age almost to this very day 
was that Hongkong indus- 
try might heip to lighten 
the family burden in one 
direction by xreater con- 
centration on toys--well- 
Made, attractive and above 
all at prices cheaper than 
the imported proauct. And 
to those who have bothered 
to senrch, or to visit the 
CMU exhibition, there is 
cause for much agreeable 
surprise at the wide variety 
of excellont Hongkong made 
toys on sale. 


CHIEFLY these are to be 
found in the range of plas- 
tic or wooden toys—but 
they are not to be canfused 
with Japinese made goods 
which have appeared on 
the local market thia year 
in staggering quantities, If 
there Is any doubt about 
this assertion a walk down 
Wanchai, Nathan Road or 
Queen's Road West will 
readily confirm the

kinds of games, constructive 
puzzles, cnrs, sbips, lead 
soldiers ond o heartening 
array of “build-it-yourself” 
articles. They are in many 
cases less than holf the 
price of similar imported 
toys. And the quality is 
good, the paint bright and 
ingenuity of many quite 
pleasing. One may regret 
that wooden sworda have 
sharp tips (when they could 
easily have been blunted to 
avoid injury) and‘that some 
of the “copies” appear to ba 
_slavish imitations of similar 
British or German toys, But 
on the whole the Hongkong 
‘Induatry has done well this 
year, 


rPHERE is a point to be made 
about “copies”. Inevitably, 
toys follow fashions 
dictated by fastidious 
children—aa much as furs 
or jewellery or dresses 
follow the tastes of their 
equally fastidious mothers, 
To that extent, “copies” are 
unavoidable. In other 
categories, however, imita- 
tion should be discouraged 
and it would be advisablo if 
Hongkong 
‘pvolded provoking fresh 
_. Wrath oversens by duplica- 
. ting their well-known .and 
well-eatablished products. 
The good news for parents}; 
this yenr, then, is that the 
Christmas budget ean ‘be

Krushchev, were tourlng thelr 
countrics, 

The cables alleged that five 
Asian peoples, the Kalmuks, the 
Chechens, the Ingushes, the 
Balkhars and the Crimean 
Tartars were “subjected to mass 
deportation by the Soviet 
authorities" and asked for the 
“simple humanttarlan — I{nter- 
cession" of the two prime 
ministers, 

The Kalmuks were a Mongol 
Buddhist pcople, 300,000 ‘of 
whom once lived in the Soviet 
Uniom, The Brotherhood sald 
‘im o statement today that 
nothing had been heard of 
them since December 1943 when 
the Sovict authorities “diqui- 
dated their autonomous repubUc 
and shipped its entire populace 
to Siberia,” G 

About 400 Kalmuks have been 
admitted to the United States 
under the displaced Persons Act,
